sweep local election

County voters joined Californians 
statewide in voting for Republicans 
Gerald Ford for president and S. I. 
Hayakawa for U.S. Senate as well as 
soundly defeating Proposition 13 and 
14. 

But local voters turned down 
challenges by Republican 
candidates and reelected 
Democratic incumbents to state 
assembly and U.S. House of 
Representatives. 

In spite of earlier expectations 
that voter turnout would be low 
because of apathy, San Bernardino 
County voter turnout came close to 
83 per cent, some three per cent 
higher than Los Angeles County 
voter turnout. 

County voters supported 
Republican incumbent Gerald Ford 
over Democratic candidate Jimmy 
Carter by a narrow 3,000 votes of a 
total 222,369 cast. 

Some 112,984 San Bernardino 
County residents voted for Ford who 


won statewide but lost nationally. 
Carter received 109,385 county 
votes. 

San Bernardino County voters 
gave a narrow victory to Republican 
Hayakawa, who succeeded 
statewide in beating Democratic 
incumbent John Tunney for one of 
California’s seats in the U.S. Senate. 

In the county Hayakawa won by 
less than 550 votes of a total: of 
312,318 votes cast. He received 
106,431 votes to Tunney’s 105,887. 

San Bernardino County voters 
overwhelmingly opposed 
Proposition 18, which would have 
permitted betting on greyhound dog 
races, and Proposition 14, which 
would have ensured private union 
elections for farm workers. 

County voters defeated 
Proposition 13 by a 72 per cent vote 
with 63,489 voting in favor and 
161,618 voting against. Proposition 
14 was defeated by a 63 per cent vote 
with 83,413 voting in favor and 
141,709 voting against.

“Council oks purchase of soccer park”

Upland City Council Monday night 
approved purchase of a 14.5-acre 
park which would provide soccer 
fields for nearly 1,500 boys and girls. 

The council allocated $225,000 to 
purchase the land, which is owned 
by Upland School District and had 
been designated for a future junior 
high school, northwest of 11th Street 
and Mountain Avenue. 

Council members noted the 
purchase will deplete the city’s park 
funds for approximately two years, 
with $196,000 coming from park 
funds and the additional $29,000 
from a bedroom tax assessed on new 
residential developments. 

Mayor pro tem John McCarthy 
supported purchase of the park but 
said other projects already 
budgeted should not be postponed in 
order to provide funds for city - 
development of the soccer fields. 

Council members agreed the 
soccer supporters will have to 
develop the playing fields 
themselves if they want to use the 
park in the next two years.

Local races 

Voters in the 35th Congressional 
District returned Democratic 
incumbent Jim Lloyd by close to 
11,000 votes. Lloyd won by capturing 
53 per cent of the vote districtwide 
compared to Republican candidate 
Louis Brutocao’s 46.5 per cent voter 
support. 

In San Bernardino County alone 
the gap was wider with Lloyd 
capturing some 56.5 per cent of the 
vote. Of the total 162,968 votes cast 
districtwide, Lloyd received 86,858 
and Brutocao 76,110. The 35th 
District stretches from Covina to 
Etiwanda. 

By a margin of close to 20,000 
votes, residents reelected 
Democratic incumbent Bill 
McVittie in the 65th Assembly 
District, which includes Pomona as 
well as much of the West End. 

McVittie garnered some 63 per 
cent of the votes districtwide but 
made his best showing in Los 
Angeles County where voters 
supported him by 66 per cent. 

Of the 74,157 votes cast district- 
wide, McVittie received 46,862 and 
Republican candidate Clyde 
Stephens received 27,295. 

West End voters supported 
attorney Charles Bierschbach in a 
runoff election to fill a Superior 
Court judgeship. 

Bierschbach, who also received 
the highest number of votes in the 
primary election, was supported by 
59.5 per cent of the voters with 
Superior Court Commissioner Don 
Egan receiving 40 per cent of the 
votes cast. Bierschbach garnered 
124,596 Votes to Egan’s 84,389. 

West End voters also elected Joan 
Treadway, Tom Carnesi, and 
Bernard D. Galleano to the Westend 
Resource Conservation District 
Board of Directors. 

Mrs. Treadway received 59,437 
votes, followed by Carnesi, 54,912; 
Galleann, 44,693: and unsuccessful 
candidate Edward Hamilton, 43,377.

Soccer players and their: families 
will also be expected to help 
maintain the fields ‘‘since the 
property is being purchased 
specifically for their use,’’ 
commented Councilwoman Ina 
Petokas, who added soccer teams 
whould not expect city crews ‘“‘to 
clean up after them.” 

Steven Hayes of Upland charged 
the council with responding to 
special interest groups in 
purchasing the park after telling 
residents of his neighborhood the 
city does not hae the money to 
purchase park land. 

Hayes, who lives in the Mark III 
tract south east of Benson Avenue 
and 16th Street, said the council had 
denied the request of 100 of his 
neighbors for development of a park 
which has been designated on the 
master plan. 

Last month the council amended 
the general plan to provide single - 
family residential development 
rather than a city park at the 
southeast corner of 16th Street and 
Benson Avenue.

Councilwoman Petokas said the 
council had deleted the park site 
because it is adjacent to a 20-acre 
park being developed west of 
Benson Avenue between 13th and 
15th streets. Ground-breaking for 
the multi-use park was Monday 
afternoon. 

McCarthy said, ‘‘It would be hard 
to justify’ developing a park across 
from an existing park ‘‘when the 
need is so great in other areas’’ of 
the city and noted that soccer 
groups have been ‘‘patiently’”’ 
requesting playing fields for three 
years. 

Councilman Hal Bailin, who said 
he was ‘‘annoyed”’ at being charged 
with non-responsiveness, said all 
council members are responsive to 
what they believe to be in the best 
interests of the entire city. 

‘All we can do is the best we can 
do,” he said and suggested the 
examination should really be on the 
citizen request for a park when they 
‘live across the street from one of 
the biggest parks in the city.”

Chase appointed 
to commission 


Architect James Chase of Upland 
has been named to the Upland 
Architectural Commission. 

Chase, who is with Harnish, 
Morgan and Causey of Ontario, was 
appointed by Mayor George Gibson 
and confirmed by the council. 

He will fill a seat vacated by Tom 
Harris, who resigned to go into 
business in Upland. 


Fred Blanchard told the council 
developers will face delays of up to 
two months in processing new 
residential developments. 

In the past the Engineering 
Department has been ‘‘flexible”’ and 
allowed developers to complete 
some steps out of proper order to 
facilitate development in the 
shortest possible time. 

But with development up some 200 
per cent from the first three months 
of the year, Blanchard said the 
department ‘‘will have to take a 
harder line’ in order to avoid 
errors. 

Grading and sewer installation 
are items of particular importance, 
he said noting that. northwest 
Upland, where the increased 
development is centered, faces 
special problems with grading. 


Developers will no longer be 
allowed to complete grading and 
install sewers until the plans have 
been approved. In the past the 
department has allowed grading and 
sewer installation after a special 
check by the engineering staff, but 
before official approval of plans. 

The increased pace of 
development and pressure from 
developers to speed up the official 
process has ‘increased the 
possibility of omission or error” and 
has ‘‘cut short the time to consider 
alternative designs and solutions 
which might better have fit the 
situation,” Blanchard said. 

Requiring developers to follow the 
Official sequence will add 1-2 months 
to the previous development time of 
about three months, he said and 
noted San Bernardino County and 
other valley cities are in the same 
situation. 

In other action Monday night the 
council: 

— Approved an allocation of $2,500 
to design the first phase of traffic 
signals on Euclid Avenue between 
the San Bernardino Freeway and 
19th Street. 

The first phase will include a 
pedestrian light at 18th Street, 
requested by residents concerned 
about the safety of students who 
must cross Euclid Avenue to attend 
Pioneer Junior High School. 

— Denied a $2,182 claim for 
damages caused by the council’s 
‘action in September 1975 opposing 
establishment of a residential home 
for mentally retarded adults at 965 
N. Second Ave. 

George Kriegh of Ontario Sheet 
Metal Inc. said the council’s action 
has resulted in loss of income and 
difficulty in selling the property 
which is developed residential but 
zoned commercial.

Devore Cutoff (I-15). 

‘Our counts show that more than 16,000 vehicles a day 
are already using the Devore Cutoff.

Caltrans traffic engineers feel the traffic counts will 
increase as more people become aware of the new 
freeway and during holiday weekends.

QUESTION: You stated in a previous article that the 
city was waiting for a computer for the stoplights on 
Mountain Avenue. When is it going to arrive? B.S. 

ANSWER: Good News. The computer equipment for 
the Mountain Avenue signal system was delivered Oct. 
27. This includes a console which houses a high speed 
reader punch tape machine and the central processing 
unit of the computer; a telewriter which allows 
typewritten communication to and from the computer; a 
wall display; and an intersection information display 
unit. The contractor will need approximately two weeks 
to install and debug the system. Also a two-week 
program of schooling will begin soon for the engineering 
and maintenance people who will operate this traffic 
control system equipment. 


QUESTION: I understand there is a proposed Federal 
Aid Urban (FAU) Improvement project covering Euclid 
Avenue from the San Bernardino Freeway through 19th 
Street. Can you tell me more about the project? L.S. 

ANSWER: This project will include traffic signal 
systems and intersection improvements at 14 
intersections, including the upgrading of existing 
systems at nine intersections plus the installation of five 
new signal systems with all 14 to be interconnected to the 
master control system located in City Hall. This design 
work will be performed in three phases. The first phase 
will cover the intersection of 18th Street and Euclid 
Avenue where a new traffic signal will be installed 
initially to function as a pedestrian facility.

> ’ 
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Study urges more school 
math, English 


efforts in 


Chaffey Joint Union High School 
District campuses should place 
more emphasis on English and 
math. 

That was a major 
recommendation of a study by 
outside consultants who worked 
under two contracts totaling $15,000. 

The consultants’ conclusions were 
based on replies to questionnaires 
distributed to almost all district 
Students, teachers and counselors, 
plus personal interviews with 
administrators. 

A separate survey of 621 randomly 
selected parents represented the 
second part of the ‘‘needs 


assessment’’ study launched by the 
school board in an effort to 
determine the district’s current 
educational performance and in 
what areas improvements are 
needed. 


‘Contractual constraints and 
administrator preference precluded 
the development or use of formal 
testing and/or extensive site 
(classroom) observation,’’ 
according to the report issued by 
consultant Joan K. Linn of Orange. 


The report was reviewed Tuesday 
during a seminar session of the 
Chaffey board of trustees. 


Board okays another 
administrative position 


After clashing over a 
plan to beef up the county’s top 
Management, county supervisors 
approved the plan, which 
will establish a third assistant 
county administrator position 
paying more than $34,000 per year. 

“We don’t need another position 
paying $34,000 a year,’” Apple Valley 
Supervisor James Mayfield had 
stated in opposing the 
administrative reorganization plan. 

But it was on Mayfield’s motion 
Monday that the supervisors 
accepted the proposal submitted by 
Chief Administrative Officer Earl 
Goodwin, who claims the 
reorganization will give the county 
administration better control over 
the county budget and will save 
money in the long run. 

Goodwin’s plan moves a vacant 
assistant county administrator 
position from Goodwin’s own office 
to the office which prepares and 
coordinates the county budget. The 
budget office had been headed by a 
budget coordinator with a top salary 
level of $25,644. The top salary level 
now will go up to $34,356. 


Goodwin told the supervisors 

that he will report to them 

every 60 days on the progress of the 

reorganization plan in saving 
money. 

“Tf this program is not producing, 
I’d be more than willing to drop the 
program, if it can’t pay its way,” 
Goodwin related. 

Goodwin said the reorganization, 
which will also create a ‘‘trouble- 
shooting’’ management team from 
existing management positions, 
“strengthens our ability to do some 
things we weren’t able to do before”’ 
in the area of financial planning. 

There was little discussion by the 
supervisors of the reorganization 
plan. Mayfield had stated a week 
before that he would support the 
plan if it included ‘‘refinements” 
suggested by the board of 
supervisors.

Other recommendations of the 
study include: 

— More elective and required 
courses should be offered in the 
area of human relations, 
particularly in the study of other 
cultures. 

— More counseling time, if 
possible, should be spent addressing 
students’ personal and;social needs. 

— Educational’goals, both at the 
district and individual school levels, 
should be stated more specifically. 

— Greater coordination and 
articulation is needed between the 
high schools and junior high schools. 


. Likewise, the Chaffey district needs 


to improve its educational program 
coordination with Chaffey 
Community College and other post- 
secondary institutions. 

In the recommendation on English 
and math, the study concluded 
additional emphasis is needed in all 
but lower level ‘‘basics’’ classes. 
‘“‘Writing skills and metric 
measurement require particular 
attention,” the study concluded. 

Although it wasn’t listed as a 
recommendation, the study also 
said participation of the staff and 
community members in the 
decision-making process is only 
“minimally apparent.’’ 

The report also said, ‘‘The 
curricular (courses of study) area 
as a whole appears to be varied, 
interesting and challenging, yet (is) 
lacking in overall framework or 
direction.” 

District administrators said they 
didn’t feel the data gathered 
warranted many of the conclusions 
drawn by the study, but they will 
launch a major effort to review the 
information provided by the study to 
improve the district’s educational 
program. 

Overall, however, the report was 
optimistically received. 

Superintendent Mike D. Dirksen 
said, ‘‘This is a great and gigantic 
step forward for this district.’’ He 
added it is essential for the eight- 
campus district ‘‘to look where we 
are and decide where we ought to 
be.” 

Board president G. Adrian 
Chalfant said school districts, like 
businesses, must periodically stop 
and evaluate their performance and 
decide what direction is desirable 
for the future.

sessions which are held in physical 
facilities furnished by the hospital. 

The operatory is equipped with 
three dental chairs and units which 
allow for either sit-down or stand-up 
dentistry. An old dental chair is used 
for X-rays, 

Under the guidance of Mrs. 
Mastin, members of the Assistance 
League of Upland organize the 
dental center activities which 
include: scheduling clinics, dentists 
and patients; conducting eligibility 
screening; serving as receptionists; 
and instructing children and their 
parents in dental care and nutrition. 

Four eligibility screening sessions 
were held during the past year to 
determine financial eligibility of 
children for Phases II and III. Last 
year, 209 children were processed 
and 138 qualified for care. 

Under Phase II, 25 dentists 
donated their professional services 
to staff 65 clinics, with 249 children 
seen for 631 appointments. There 
were 611 teeth filled, 182 extracted 
and 32 stainless steel crowns 
installed. 

Procedures covered under Phase 
III are work which can’t be 
completed at the clinic. Patients are 
treated in the offices of the dentists 
who donate their time at the clinic. 
The dentists receive a nominal fee 
from the Dental Center for this 
office work. This phase covers 
children from elementary school 
through junior high school age. 

The hospital furnishes the 
facilities as well as the utilities for 
the center. Funds to operate the 
Dental Center are realized from San 
Antonio Community Hospital, the 
Assistance League of Upland, The 
West End United Way, PTA units of 
Foothill and Ontario-Montclair 
Councils, minimal patients’ fees of 
$1 per visit and special donations 
from area organizations and service 
clubs. 
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Once again West End children are receiving free 
dental care at the San Antonio Community 
Hospital Dental Center, which began operation 
last week at the hospital. Here Robert F. 
Kamansky, D.D.S., chairman of the Dental 
Center board of directors, is helped by Mrs.

but added many middle- 
aged, middle-class men 
deliberately cool the 
romance in their lives, ‘‘to 
protect their bodies from 
strain.” 

As these men begin to 
fear their bodies are 
deteriorating, they give up 
sexual relations rather than 
business pressures, sports 
or overindulgence in food 
and alcohol, according to 
Dr. Brothers. 

Why is the divorce rate 
rising? 

According to Dr. 
Brothers most marriages in 
the past had to face only one 
troubled time: the first few 


years when the couple was 
loosening the ties to their 
parents and forging bonds 
of loyalty to each other. 


Modern marriages not 
only have the early period 
of adjustment but also a 
problem time when the 
marriage is 20 or 30 years 
old, Dr. Brothers said, 
noting most peopie are 
aware they are only half 
way through their lives and 
are determined to get more 
from the marriages. 


The marriages in the 
greatest trouble after 30 
years are those which were 
“child - centered.”” When 
the children are gone, there 
is no ‘‘cement’’ left to hold 
the relationship together, 
she commented. 


At that half-way point in 
life and marriage, Dr. 
Brothers advises both men 
and women to find new 


Disabled driver 


The Department of Motor 
Vehicles (DMV) can help 
disabled drivers through a 
distinctive license plate 
which entitles the disabled 
driver to special parking 
privileges. 

The disabled person (DP) 
plates allow parking in 
special spaces set aside for 
disabled drivers as well as 
free parking in metered 
parking spaces. 

DP plates do not allow 
special parking at bus 
Stops, or in loading zones or 
other prohibited areas. 

California’s Vehicle Code 
defines a disabled person as 
one ‘‘who has lost, or has 
lost the use of, one or more 
limbs or both hands or is so 
severly disabled as to be un- 
able to move without the aid 
of a mechanical device.”’ 

Disabled person plates 
are subject to all regular 






plates at DMV 


registration and vehicle 
license fees, but no ad- 
ditional fees are charged. 
For one commercial vehi- 
cle registered to a disabled 
person, the weight fee can 
be waived. 

The special plates may 
also be used on a vehicle not 
registered to a disabled per- 
son if the vehicle is used 
primarily to transport a dis- 
abled person. 

DMV also issues a 
Separate license plate 
series for disabled or blind 
veterans. The disabled 
veteran (DV) plates are ex- 
empt from all registration 
and vehicle license fees.

Learn to save 
vital energy 


Most poople sQuandcr thcir excrgy. The result is tust 
they’re tired al! the time, a chronic personal energy 
crisis. But it doesn’t have to be that way, writes Walter 
E. O'Donnell, M.D., in the current issue of Woman’s Day 


magazine, 


if you understand just what that elusive 


quality called ‘“‘energy”’ is, where it comes from and how 


you can save and increase it. 


Energy is both physical and psyhological or emotional. 
It’s hard to measure since it doesn’t lend itself to 
convenient units such as calories or dollars, and it’s 
difficult to know exactly how much energy you have or 
need. Physical energy requirements are relatively 
constant and predictable, but the amount of psychic 
energy required for a particular activity varies 
considerably with the individual and the circumstances. 
Your supply of energy is limited, so it’s important to 
develop a program of conserving and renewing it. 

The first step is to learn to recognize the things about 
yourself and your life that sap your energy. In most 
cases psychological and emotional factors outweigh 


physical considerations. 


Dr. O’Donnell suggests several ways you can build up 
your personal energy reserves: 

1. Diet: A well-balanced diet is very important. And 
the best way to keep your energy level high throughout 
the day is to start off with a nourishing breakfast. 

2. Sleep: Sometimes it’s a matter of not spending 
enough hours in bed, but more often it’s the quality of the 
sleep that’s the problem. It’s impossible to feel energetic 
during the day if you spend your nights tossing and 
turning in shallow, fitful or interrupted sleep. 


3. Exercise: 


Although most people think physical 


exercise uses up energy, it’s actually the most important 
and readily available source of energy. 

4. Time out: No matter how busy a life you lead, you 
need to take some time out every day, whether it’s 
twenty minutes of meditation, regular yoga exercises, 
short naps, or even just stretching out in bed for a few 
minutes with soft music playing in the background. 

The article also offers several ways of conserving 


energy 


— Set priorities, making sure you are devoting the bulk 
of your energy to things you really care about. 

— Plan ahead. Work out a time and energy schedule, 
including what you are going to do, when you'll do it, and 
how much energy you'll allot to it. 

— Avoid unecessary energy-wasters such as spending 
time with tiresome people, refusing to accept things the 
way they are, chronic indecision, conflict, festering 
emotions of anger, envy, bitterness. 

Learning to reduce or eliminate the number of psychic 
energy-depleters in your life can do more to correct 
fatigue and exhaustion than almost anything else. Living 
on an energy budget requires the development of 
considerable insight, self-discipline and flexibility. It’s 
not easy, but if you succeed you should end up with an 
excess of energy to spend any way you want.

The American Heart 
Association, Greater Los 
Angeles Affiliate, has long 
been aware of the fact that 
blacks are prone to 
hypertension. Intensive 
efforts have, and are now, 
being made to get both 
black teenagers and adults 
to understand what it is and 
what can be done. 


One such effort is a newly 
developed program called 
“Pressure. Sensitive.’ It 
has been designed by 
teenage Heart Association 
volunteers in Compton 
where 93 per cent of the 
population is black. They 
will reach all junior high 
school students in that city 
with educational sessions 
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about hypertension. 
have developed 


presentations for class and. 


assembly use and the 
program will shortly 
include a ‘Hypertension 
Hotline’’ that will make 
information on high blood 
pressure resources 
available to the entire 
Compton community. 

The uniqueness of this 
program is the “ 
peer’’ communication. It is 
coordinated with the City of 
Compton Youth Services 
Bureau and the non-profit 
community organization, 
Inner City Challenge Inc. 

Another new American 
Heart Association program 
is known as HIP (Heart 
Involvement Process). This 
project provides a free 20- 
hour course for staff and 
volunteers from community 
agencies in low income and 
minority communities. 
Besides other aspects of 
heart health, it emphasizes 
the lack of symptoms in 
high blood pressure, the 
necessity for tests, the 
pressing need for its control 
(which may have to be 
lifelong). 

HIP’s goal is for the 
trainees to be qualified to 
pass this information on to 
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people in their communities 
throughout Los Angeles 
County 

Both programs are 
excellent and help take the 
mystery and fear out of 
hypertension. I have found 
that once patients 
understand what the 
disease is and a treatment 
program has begun, they 
almost always find it easier 
and less ted than 
they first thought it would 
be.

Special trees 
in Claremont 


When does a plant 
graduate from shrub to 
tree? 

What are some of the 
varied uses of the Palm 
Tree? How many of the 800 
varieties of eucalyptus are 
among the 658 trees in 
Pilgrim Place, religious 
and cultural center in 
Claremont with homes and 
services for 300 retired 
Christian workers? These 
are among the questions 
answered in a new 
pamphlet recently prepared 
by O.R. (Jack) Warford, a 
,Congregational minister 
who taught biological 
sciences at Central College, 
Missouri, 40 years ago, 
before he entered the 
ministry. Now a resident of 
Pilgrim Place, Warford 
finds trees a hobby that 
delights because ‘‘wherever 
he goes in the world he is in 
the midst of laboratory.” 

Warford prepared his 
study at the request of the 
buildings and grounds 
committee of the board of 
directors of Pilgrim Place. 
It is a contribution to the 
master planning of the 32- 
acre grounds, long 
recognized as a green and 
beautiful landmark on the 
Southern California 
horizon. Pilgrim Place was 
established on its present 
site in 1925. This 61-year-old 
organization recently 
undertook a comprehensive 
study of its total property in 
order to determine 
improvements needed in 
the next quarter century. 


A fortunate by-product of 
this institutional planning is 
this tree study that locates 
80 different species in the 
park-like grounds. Some are 
of Biblical origin; others 


have American Indian 
names. In totality, they 
come from geographical 
backgrounds representing 
all five continents as well as 
the island of the South 
Pacific. 

Warford’s comments on 
the trees derive in part 
from his experience as a 
world traveler. Of the 
Coconut Palm he says: 

“The Coconut Palm is 
probably earth’s most 
useful tree. It can provide a 
boat, a house complete with 
roof, mats to sleep on, fire, 
a fresh drink where water is 
brackish or non-existent, 
food that is fairly complete 
including a delicate, 
delicious salad in the bud, 
ropes for lashing things 
together and even a dish to 
eat from, while you sit in its 
shade! On our grounds we 
have some very interesting 
representatives of this 
fascinating family.” 

The pamphlet is divided 
into four different sections 
entitled: Those Confusing 
Evergreens, Living Fossils, 
The Trees Called Palms and 
Other Special Trees. In the 
centerfold is a map of the 
grounds of Pilgrim Place 
showing the location of each 
tree. A walk through the 
grounds, with pamphlet in 
hand, will bring the tree- 
lover much information, 
more than an occasional 
‘“‘Aha!”’ and now and then a 
good chuckle as she checks 
out this true dendrologist’s 
observations.

Best for plants, trees 





Plant in fall 


Whether you’ve just mov- 
ed into a new home this past 
summer or you'd like to add 
a few new plantings to the 
landscape, fall is the time 
when anything and 
everything should be 
planted in the garden. 


Fall plantings give trees 
and shrubs a chance to send 
out roots deep into the soil 
during the warm days of 
autumn. 


The heat of summer is 
dissipating and newly 
transplanted specimens will 
not suffer from the intense 
summer rays. The warm 
soil, however, speeds along 
the strong root growth. 


As winter arrives, little 
or no top growth may be 
evident, but in the soil, the 
roots continue to grow 
deeper into the ground as 
the winter rains moisten the 
depths of the soil. 

By spring, the root 
system is well developed 
and with the first flush of 
warm weather, the es- 
tablished plant will take- off 
with a burst of new foliage. 

The plant will be able to 


support this lush new 
growth and continue to 
produce additional growth 
through the growing season 
because the well developed 
root system will easily ab- 
sorb all the water and 
nutrients necessary for 
healthy growth. 

What can you plant now 
for this kind of growth 
success story? Almost all 
landscape plantings benefit 
from fall planting. 

The only exceptions are, 
of course, the frost tender 
items in your climatic area. 

Plants established before 
winter weather arrives are 
ready to develop at max- 
imum speed when winter 
turns to spring. 

When it comes to trees, 
for instance, the rewards 
can actually mean extra 
feet of growth and more 
shade if you plant now, 
rather than waiting. 

Fall planted foundation 
shrubs can visually tie the 
home to the landscape that 
much ‘sooner. Individual 
specimens can share their 
characteristic beauty 
sooner. 


Some favorites 


It isn't necessary to plunge shade loving annuals into 
the deepest darkest corners of the garden to be 
successful with them. Actually, the traditional shade 
plants are only shade-tolerant in many cases. That 
means in climates where it is not too hot or windy they 
could grow quite nicely in full-sun conditions. Early 
morning sunlight is generally just the boost of energy 
shade annuals need to bloom to their fullest. The filtered 
light created by lath, or a loose canopy of threes 
overhead, permits enough light to reach the plants 


during the day. 


Some favorites for the shade garden are compact 
lobelia in shades of blue, white and mauve. These clumps 
of color, with lettuce green or bronze foliage, make 
excellent borders or ground covers to grow between 
plantings of fibrous begonias. 

Primroses and fairy primroses add color to the late 
winter-early spring garden. Since primroses are 
perennials, many gardeners set them in the ground in 
pots so that they can be moved to a less prominent

Microwave cooking 
classes come up with 
interesting lesson plans. 
Such an opportunity came 
to students recently at the 
Micrewave Oven Workshop 
in west Los Angeles when 
they worked with a new 
cherry wine. 

‘““‘Let’s develop a new 
dessert with these two,” 
Shirley proposed. 

Here are the two recipes. 
If fresh cherries are no 
longer available, use 
canned cherries as a 
satisfactory year ‘round 
substitute. 

Cherry Royale 
Coffee Cake 

Ye cup margarine 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs 

1 cup sour cream 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 cups sifted flour 

% teaspoon baking 
powder 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

Ye teaspoon salt 

2 cups fresh cherries, 
pitted 

OR 1 can (16 oz.) dark 
cherries 

% cup sugar 

% cup Cherry Royale 
wine 

2 tablespoons cornstarch 

Y% cup chopped nuts 


Cherry Filling: Cook 
fresh cherries with % cup 
sugar for 3 minutes on high. 
Let cherries stand for 2 
minutes covered with 
plastic wrap, then drain 
juice into a measuring cup. 
(If using canned cherries, 
drain juice and reserve. Do 
not cook canned cherries at 
this point. ) 

Carefully stir cherry 
royale wine into cornstarch, 
stirring well so that it does 
not lump. Add to % cup of 
the reserved cherry juice; 
combine with drained 
cherries, fresh or canned. 
Place in microwave, cook 
22 minutes, stirring at 30 
second intervals. Cool. 


Cake: Beat butter and 
sugar in electric mixer until 
fluffy. Add eggs, one at a 
time, beat until thoroghly 
combined. Beat in sour 
cream and vanilla. Sift 
flour, baking powder, 
baking soda and salt

together. Add flour mixture 
to sour cream mixture, 
beating until smooth. 

Spread \ the batter into a 
greased 8 or 9-inch baking 
dish. Spread cherry mixture 
on batter. Spread with 
remaining batter and 
sprinkle with nuts. Bake 9 
to 10 minutes in microwave, 
giving the dish a quarter 
turn every 2 minutes. 
Drizzle Pink Royale Glaze 
on cake after it has cooled 
for 5 minutes. 

Pink Royale Glaze: Stir 
together % cup 
confectioners sugar, 1 to 2 
tablespoons cherry royale 
wine, 4% teaspoon almond 
flavoring until smooth. 
Drizzle frosting over cake 
from the tip of a spoon. , 

Serve cake accompanied 
by small glasses of cherry 
royale wine. 

Cherry Royale Flush: 
(Serve as a sauce for ice 
cream, to fill tart shells, as 
a topping for cheese cake or 
to fill purchased Mary Ann 
sponge cup cakes). 

2 pounds fresh cherries, 
pitted OR 

1 can (16 ounce) cherries, 
drain and reserve juice 

M% cup sugar 

Cherry Royale wine 

Cornstarch 

Mix % cup cherry royale 
wine with 2 tablespoons 


cornstarch; blend 
thoroughly, adding a small 
amount of wine to 


cornstarch at a time and 
mixing well, so that no 
lumps form. Stir into an 
additional 4% cup cherry 
royale wine (% cup cherry 
wine in all). 

Place pitted cherries in a 
round 2-quart bowl, cover 
with plastic wrap, cook for 
4 minutes on high, stirring 
at the end of 2 minutes, 
replace wrap. 

If using canned cherries, 
do not cook. 

Strain cherry juice from 
cooked cherries or use % 
cup of the reserved canned 
cherry juice. Stir into wine- 
cornstarch mixture and 
cook on high for 3 minutes, 
mixing at 1 minute 
intervals. Add mixture to 
cherries, cook another 2 
minutes, stirring at 30 
second intervals, cool.

You and Your Pet 


Choosing your dog 


If you’re thinking about 
owning a dog, it’s a good 
idea to decide beforehand 
how the pet is going to fit 
into your household. 

First ask yourself, ‘‘Do I 
want an indoor or an out- 
door dog?’’ 

In answering such a ques- 
tion, a major factor is the 
size of your home. 

For a small home or 
apartment, terriers, small 
poodles and many of the 
smaller mixed breed dogs 
are ideal. Their short, often 
curly hair has little tenden- 
cy to shed when seasons 
change, and two or three 





short outdoor walks a week 
will be sufficient to keep 
them in good physical con- 
dition, assuming they are 
not overfed. 

Personality is just as im- 
portant as size. If your pet 
will share a small home 
with several children, a 
calm, even-tempered dis- 
position is a great asset. 
Bulldogs, basset hounds and 
beagles fill the disposition 
—~ and size — requirements. 

You may well meet 
someone whose German 
shepherd or St. Bernard is 
happy and well despite liv- 
ing constantly indoors. But 


Egyptian woman 


tells about life 
in Far East 


“True emancipation for 
the Egyptian woman is not 
the same as for Western 
women,’’ says Saneya 
Saleh, an Egyptian 
Sociologist visiting Pitzer 
College from the American 
University in Cairo. ‘‘We 
want to complement men — 
not contradict them.”’ 

Speaking to sociology 
classes about Women in 
Islam, Saleh explained that 
in the Egyptian feminist 
movement, the importance 
of the family and the 
woman’s role in the family 
in her society are cultural 
assumptions. 

“We want to keep the 
special role of women. The 
family is everything — not 
just parents and children 
but sisters and brothers, 
aunts and uncles, grand- 
parents, the extended fami- 
ly community.” Saleh add- 
ed she hopes she will not see 
the decline of the family in 
Egypt that has happened in 
Europe and the United 
States. 

‘‘Western trends may 
break down our strong ties 
but so far, the culture is 
stronger.” 

Married just out of high 
school, Saneya spent 15 
years raising her two 
children and traveling to 
Switzerland and Germany 
where her husband, 
Mohammed Ismail, studied 
and taught electrical 
engineering, before retur- 
ning to Egypt and con- 
tinuing her education. 

‘‘When my children were 
old enough, then I decided 
to get my degree.’’ Her 
master’s thesis on the 
Egyptian Brain Drain was 
inspired by her husband’s 
frustration with working 
conditions in Egypt and 
desire to emigrate. 

“TI was threatened by the 
idea. I did not want to leave 
my family again or take my 
children away from my 
family.’’ She tilts her head 
and flashes a small smile. 

‘But then Sadat came to 
power and things got better 
for everyone and my hus- 
band does not want to leave 
now.’’ Ironically, it would 
be best for her career if she 
would take a teaching post 
here in the United States — 
“‘But to hell with my educa- 
tion if it means leaving my 
family.” 

Describing Egypt as ‘‘the 
most progressive Arab 
nation,’’ Saneya said that 
her country has advanced 
beyond the United States in 
many of its laws affecting 
the life and. status of 
women. Although Egyptian 
women did not get the right 
to vote and be elected until 
1956, the country passed an 
equal rights bill in 1962. 
Eight women serve in the 
national assembly and the 
last two ministers for social 
affairs are women.

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“Equal pay for equal 
work was never an issue in 
my country,”’ Saneya said. 
“It has always been so. We 
have equal educational op- 
portunity and women in all 
professions, though the 
majority have gravitated to 
the social sciences.” 

“Moslem women do not 
change their name when 
they marry, and they have 
full rights of inheritance. I 
am Mrs. Ismail, but I hold 
property and sign my 
checks as Saneya Saleh.” 

By law, women in Egypt 
can take up to 50 days 
maternity leave at 70 per 
cent pay plus up to 6 months 
leave without pay. No 
woman can be laid off dur- 
ing maternity leave and 
when they return to work, 
she must be allowed two 30 
minutes breaks (paid) per 
day to nurse her baby. Any 
business with 100 or more 
employes must provide day 
care for employe’s 
children. 

“Tt was easy to make 
these changes in the social 
laws,”’ says Saleh. ‘From | 
the beginning, as deter- 
mined by Mrs. Hoda 
Sharaawi, founder of the 
Arab Feminist Union in 
1923, we have based our 
demands for social reform 
on the spirit of the Koran 
(the Moslem Scriptures). 

“The Koran is not just 
religious, but a life 
philosophy. Now we fight 
for changes in the Personal 
Status Laws covering 
divorce and abortion.” 

Saleh says the low status 
of women in her country is 
“not the fault of Islam as 
many may think, but due to 
culture and tradition im- 
posed by conquering 
peoples from Alexander the 
Great to the Turkish Ot- 
toman Empire. 

It is the Turks who veiled 
our women.” It was the 
decline of Islamic civiliza- 
tion under foreign rule that 
made the women in- 
creasingly dependent on 
and obligated to the men. 

Social change in Egypt 
has not come without con- 
flict between the ideal of 
“Islamic principles that are 
compatible with feminine 
emancipation and the reali- 
ty of culture and tradition.”’ 


“Men still have a sense of 
honor and duty to support 
the women of their family. 
Working women do not con- 
tribute to the expenses of 
the house.” But these things 
seem to work out, she add- 
ed. 


“‘No one objects that the 
brother inherits twice what 
the sister will have because 
we know that the brother 
must support the sister and 
mother if they have no man 
to spend on them.’’ Saneya 
smiles at some students’ 
disbelief. 


“We want to become 
partners, not competitors in 
buidling our society. The 
Arab woman wants greater 
freedom and independence. 
We ask for more respon- 
sibilities, more self- 
expression, more chances 
to prove our capabilities.”

Large dogs need con- 
siderable amounts of exer- 
cise to be at their best 
physically. They require a 
large outdoor area to roam 
in. Unless you have the good 
fortune to live in a rural 
area, this play area should 
be fenced in. Even the best 
trained dog may forget all 
he’s learned about traffic, 
particularly if a female in 
heat is across the street. It 
would be tragic to lose your 
pet in a traffic accident 
because you were reluctant 
to curb his freedom. 


A fenced-in area also 
Safeguards pedestrians by 
clearly defining your dog’s 
property. A fence reduces 
the chance of a passerby 
getting nipped for un- 
knowingly trespassing. 

Both indoor and outdoor 
dogs need a place to rest 
when family activity 
becomes too annoying. For 
the indoor dog, a cardboard 
box or blanket in a quiet 
corner of the living room 
will do. Children should be 
taught not to disturb the pet 
when he has retired to his 
retreat. 

A shelter for the outdoor 


dog must serve two pur- 
poses — a retreat from too 
much activity and protec- 
tion against adverse 
weather. 

A permanent outdoor 
Shelter should be at least 
the length of the adult dog 
and wide enough for the dog 
to turn around. The struc- 
ture should be leak-proof, 
with the bottom raised off 
the ground, and the en- 
trance turned away from 
the prevailing wind. In real- 
ly severe winter weather, 
only adult dogs with heavy 
coats should be expected to 
Stay outside for extended 
periods. Their shelter 
should be insulated with tar 
paper, and have an entrance 
protected from wind and 
rain. A thick lining of 
newspaper and a flap of 
material at the door will 
help conserve the pet’s body 
heat. 


If you intend to buy a dog 
for a specific purpose, it is 
wise to investigate the 
characteristics of specific 
breeds. 

Large dogs are not 
always instinctive watch 
dogs. Many large breeds, 
including the Irish setter, 
are naturally friendly 
toward family and 
strangers alike. On the 
other hand, dogs small 
enough to fit into a doll bed 
or carriage may resent the 
attentions of a child and 
snap readily. 

To help you make your 
decision, you may want to 
attend a dog show, getting 
an opportunity to see a 
variety of fully grown dogs.
